has been and may be fpent, and the Britith 
blood that has been and may be fpilt, m the 
prefent war. 1 fhall admit that the French 
fugar iflands are of confiderable value; but I 
‘cannot fuppofe, with the author of the Con- 
fiderations, that all the French colonies and 
plantations together, will add 5,000,000]. a 
year to our national revenue, even fhould all 
the French inhabitants remain in them, and 
continue to be as induftrious.under our govern- 
ment, as they weré under the French; and as 
to our publick revenue, they can add but very 
little, becaufe of the great expence we muft be 
at in keeping a numerous garrifon in each of 
them. By national revenue I mean the re- 
venue of every individual, whether arifing 
from lands, money, or trade; and by publick 
revenue I mean the revenue which arifes from 
the former, by taxes, and of which our govern- 
ment has the difpofal. 

I know it has been faid, that by conquering 
and refolving to hold all the French poffeffions 
in Afia, Africa, and America, we may excite 
the jealoufy of many of the powers of Europe, 
which might Brae a formidable confederacy 
againft us. This, I thall grant, might pro- 
bably be the confequence of our purfuing fuc- 
cefs jn our German war, and refolving to make 
great additions to the dominions of our Ger- 
oar athes;-but Ido not think we have occa- 
fou to dread this confequence from any thing 
we can do againft France, in any of thofe 


of fome of the little French iflands, as we 
lately did of our ifland of St, Croix, for no. 
thing. By this means we fhould prevent any 
jealoufy among the other potentates of Europe, 
and at the fame time we fhould engage thefe 
three maritime powers in a joint jealoufy with 
ud, of any increafe in the naval power of France, 

Can we think that any one of thefe three 
powers would. refufe getting fuch a valuable 
poffeffion, without any rifk, and for a {mall 
expence ?—To them we may grant, we miy 
reftore, becaufe we have, at prefent, no reafon 
to be jealous of their power.— But, to France, 
never let us grant, never let us reftore any 
D thing we can poffibly hold.
